John Lyons, Vallejo Merchant, 
and Two High School Girls 
Meet Instant Death 


San Francisco.—John Lyons, a Val- 
lejo merchant, and two 15-year-old 
high school girls of that city were 
killed instantly Monday afternoon 
when the automobile in which they 
were taking an outing was struck by a 
Southern Pacific train at the Main 
street crossing in Vallejo. 


The Dead. 

Hanley, Margaret, 15 years old, 
student at St. Vincent’s High School, 
Vallejo; Lyons, John, merchant, Val- 
lejo; Meagher, Gertrude, 15 years 
old, student at St. Vincent’s. 


The Injured. 

Brown, P. W., merchant, Vallejo, 
slightly. bruised; Brown, Rose, 
daughter of P. W. Brown, bruised; 
Linehan, Irene, 15 years old, student 
at St. Vincent’s, left hand crushed, 
bruises on head and body. 

Lyons was driving the machine. 
He had promised the girls a ride in 
the country and the party started 
for Benicia about 4:30 o’clock. 

In the front seat with Lyons were 
Margaret Hanley and _ Gertrude 
Meagher. Brown and his daughter 
and the Linehan girl were in the rear 
seat. 

They turned down Monterey street 
into Main just as a Southern Pacific 
train approached. 

Tn front of Lyons’ machine was a 
car driven by Edouard Sutter. Sut- 
ter stopped about fifty. feet from the 
track. The bells were ringing and 
the train whistle blowing. Lyons 
ran past. Sutter and stopped within 
three feet of the track. There was 
a sharp incline just in front of the 
wheels of his car, down to the track. 
The car was of five coaches. Lyons 
waved at the engineer. 

Three coaches passed. Lyons lift- 
ed his brakes, getting ready to start. 
The car slipped down the incline be- 
fore he could stop it. 

The fourth coach caught the head- 
lights of the car and twisted them 
violently. All the occupants were 
thrown out. Brown and his daughter 
and the Linehan girl were thrown 
clear. 

Those on the front seat were tossed 
under the wheels of the coach. Lyons 
was decapitated. Gertrude Meagher 
was cut in two. The Hanley girl was 
badly mangled. She was breathing 
when she was picked up, but died in 
a few minutes. 

The train, which was going at 
thirty miles an hour, did not stop. 
The engineer did not know of the 
accident until he had reached South 
Vallejo. 

Lyons is survived by a wife and 
child. Margaret Hanley was the 
niece of Mrs. Walter Lambert of Val- 
lejo. Getrude Meagher was the step- 
daughter of Patrick Heffernan, a 
navy yard workman. Irene Linehan 
is the daughter of Thomas Linehan, 
foreman in the machine shop at the 
navy yard.

Brownsville, Tex.—Riddled with bul- 
lets, the bodies of two Americans, J. 
S. Smith and R. B. Donaldson, kid- 
naped September 1 by Mexican ban- 
dits, were found the following day in 
the bed of a dried lake twelve miles 
north of here. 

They had been captured while at 
work: on an irrigation ditch near 
Fresno. Both had been shot a num- 

of times, and had been badly 
mangled by being dragged over the 
37 ound, The bandits ~had robbed 
them of everything of value in their 
possession. 

Smith was foreman for Claude 
Martin, a West Brownsville engi- 
ueer, and was building a _ concrete 
pumping plant. Donaldson had been 
in Texas only two weeks, coming here 
from Montgomery City, Mo. Both 
bodies were taken into Brownsville. 

In a battle September 2 between a 
force of United States infantry and 
sixteen Mexicans eleven miles north of 
here one of the Mexicans was killed 
and the rest put to rout. 

The battle lasted twenty minutes, 
tue Mexicans, who had attacked an 
army auto truck, being located by 
Aviation Lieutenant Joseph 8S. Mor- 
row, who ascended from Fort Brown 
with Lieuienant B. O. Jones as ob- 
server. 

The baud, which ts belleved to have 
been led by Aniceto Pizano, is 
thought to have been’ the same one 
that burned the railroad trestle north 
of here Wednesday night, September 1. 

El Paso, Tex.—After preparations

WIFE GOES TO JAIL 
MATE 10 HOSPITAL 


Consequences of Family Quarrel 
Which Resulted in Stabbing 
of Edward J. McLaughlin 


San Francisco.—Stabbed by his 
wife as the result of a quarrel Wed- 
nesday night, September 1, Edward 
J. McLaughlin, brother of State La- 
bor Commissioner John P. McLaugh- 
lin, was taken to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
and his wife to jail with a charge of 
assault with intent to commit mur- 
der against her name. The quarrel 
took place while the McLaughlins 
were visiting Mr. and Mrs. Frank M. 
Gorman near the McLaughlin home, 
279 Thirtieth street, and accounts of 
the trouble appear hazy, according to 
reports made to the police. 

McLaughlin was taken to the 
Emergency Hospital, where a piece 
of a small knife blade was removed 
from his chest. Shortly after he was 
brought to the hospital his wife ar- 
rived and started to create trouble, 
finally hurling a heavy ink well 
snatched from the desk toward hos- 
pital officials. The missle missed the 
ducking heads and went through a 
window. Then Mrs. McLaughlin was 
arrested. 

McLaughlin probably will recover. 

McLaughlin and Serine were 
thrown from a buggy ‘September 1 
and McLaughlin suffered superficial 
bruises, according to a report made 
at police headquarters. 


FORMER ITALIAN MINISTER, 
COUNT GUICCIARDINI, DIES 


Florence. — Count Guicciardini, 
former Minister of Foreign Affairs in} 
the Italian Cabinet, died Septem- 
ber 1. 

Count Guicciardini, who was twice. 
Foreign Minister in the Sonnino Cab- 
inet—in 1906 and 1907—-was born 
in 1851 and was a descendant of the 
celebrated Florentine historian. By 
his marriage with a member of the 
Strozzi family he united two of the 
most famous names of Florence. He 
entered the Chamber of Deputies in 
1882 and identified himself with the 
interests of labor and agriculture. 
For a short time he held a post in 
the Ministry of Agriculture.

U.S. HAS OPPORTUNITY 
TO RULE THE WORLD 


Sir George Paish Says America 
Can Control Money Market 


London.—Sir George Paish, editor 
of the “Statist,” ang admittedly one of 
the best-informed economists in the 
world, said September 2: : 

“The United States has a superb op- 
portunity to become the money market, 
of the world. It depends solely upon 
her ability to seize the opportunity 
whether she develops into an inter- 
national money market, that will out- 
last the war, and place her in a new 
Yole among world powers.” 

He had been discussing, in its vari- 
ous lights, the significance of the rate 
of exchange to a point where the En- 
glish sovereign was worth in New 
York only $4.50, and while he has a 
“sure cure remedy’—two in fact—for 
the present bad situation, he goes 
further, and declares that American 
financiers need only to make proper 
use of the unprecedented situation to 
put the United States in the first place 
as a Money power. 

The remedies are either to reduce 
purchases of American goods, or ob- 
tain credits in the United States. 

Sir George declared that the choice 
of these two courses will depend 
wholly on such action as the Ameri- 
can people decide to follow.

Sacramento. — A million-dollar 
mining company with a paid up cap- 
ital of $5 has been incorporated by 
San Francisco capitalists, to be 
known as the Inyo Consolidated 
Mines Company,- whose articles of in- 
corporation were filed with the Sec- 
retary of State September 1. 


Oroville.—Fire that broke out 
shortly after midnight September 1, 
destroyed the Oroville steam laundry, 
a garage and stable connected with 
that institution, and three residences 
adjoining it. The loss is $20,000. 
Two employes of the laundry nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives, and 
two horses were burned to death. 


Redwood City.—The appraisement,

They were married a month 
ago. Sims is 80 years of age and Mrs. 
Sims was little over half that age. 


Berkeley.—Dean H. E. Van Nor- 
man of the University farm at Davis 
and Mrs. Maud Carrigan, also of 
Davis, were married at San Rafael 
Monday evening, August 30. The 
witnesses were Peter J. Dunne, the 
attorney, and Judge Peter J. Shields.

PETTIROSS! FALLS (GIRLS MEET DEATH |RAIDS ON NEUTRAL 


TQ00 FEET 10 BAY! IN ORPHANAGE FIRE, STEAMERS CEASE 


in Long Plunge by Cutting 
Himself Loose From Plane 


San Francisco.—Silvio Pettirossi, 
the South American aviator, who is 
making daily flights at the Exposition, 
fell 1,000 feet into the bay Thursday 
afternoon, September 2, and escaped 
unscathed. 

With his engine “dead” and his 
great monoplane dropping like lead 
toward the water, Pettirossi kept his 
head and managed to unstrap himself 
from his seat. That was all that saved 
him from the fate that Lincoln Beachy 
met last April in the same place. 

When the machine struck the water 
among a fleet of Italian fishing boats 
scurrying to get out of the way, Pet- 
tirossi was standing on top of the 
framework. He was picked up by a 
fisherman. 

He was uninjured save for the 
shock of his cold bath and the nervous 
fright that his narrow escape from 
death gave him. He refused to go on 
shore until his machine had been 
towed safely to the beach. 

The sight of the falling aviator: was 
a terrifying spectacle to the thou- 
sands who had gathered on the Marina 
to see his evolutions in the air. 

His young wife was there, standing 
near the hangar half a mile from the 
scene of the accident, which happened 
just off Fort Mason Cove. 

When the hum of the motor ceased 
and the *machine began to whirl 
downward in a manner that showed 
that its driver had test all control, a 
great cry of horror went up from the 
crowd, which. was estimated at 50,000. 

Mrs. Pettirosst fainted and fell into 
the arfms of Mrs. Gerke, wife of. her 
husband's manager. She remained in 
an unconscious condition -for ten 
minutes. When she awoke to reality 
she was convinced that her husband 
was dead. So was everybody else in 
the neighborhood and the Marina was 
a-scene of wildly running men and 
women, trying to get near the scene. 

Mrs. Pettirossi was taken into Hor- 
ace Cooley’s automobile and rushed to 
the beach opposite the place where the 
machine had fallen. She then found 
that her husband was alive and well. 
When she stepped out of the boat she 
fell into his arms, sobbing hysterf€ally. 


INGREASE IN MUNICIPAL

Inmates Threatened as St. 
Francis Directory Burns 


San Francisco.—Fire early last Sat- 
urday morning destroyed the building 
of the St. Francis Girls’ Directory, 
Buena Vista and Central avenues, 
burned to death four and threatened 
the lives of some fifty orphans and 
other inmates. 

The firemen found the bodies of 
Stella Barouch, 4 years; Elizabeth 
O’Brien, 5 years, .and Florence Ma- 
thers, 4 years, in a bed on the upper 
floor, into which they had jumped and 


pulled the covers over their heads. 
The body of Mary Coleman, aged 6 
years, was found on the floor in the 
same room. These little girls perhaps 
had gone back with Elizabeth O’Brien, 
who believed that her sister Catherine 
was still upstairs. May Condon was 
suffocated in another room on _ the 
same fioor.- — - 1 

The fire started in the barn at the 
southwest end of the building. The 
barn blazed up and the flames spread 
to the main building. 

Sister Mary Agnes and Mother Su- 
perior Margaret were the first to see 
the flames. They awakened their young 
charges and marched them quickly out 
through the front door. — 

The girls were frightened, but 
obeyed thé orders.of the Sisters. 

Meanwhile five elderly women, three 
of them employed in the place, and 
two dependents, as they are blind, 
were taken out of the building safely. 

One of them, Miss Mary O’Gorman, 
was surrounded by flames and was in 
a bad way when Policeman Michael 
O'Rourke, of that district, climbed in 
through a window and carried her to 
safety. 

O’Rourke returned and took Miss 
Ellen O’Brien and Miss Mary Monta- 
gue to safety. “The two women were 
wandering around in no immediate 
danger, but apparently unable to find 
their way out. 


ARTIC DRIVES SEEKERS 
OF STEFANSSON BACK 


Natives Along Siberian Coast 
See Nothing of Explorer 


Nome, Alaska.—The steamer Cor- 
win arrived September 1 from a trad- 
ing trip to Cape Serge, Siberia. The 
natives along the Siberian coast had 
heard nothing of Vilhjalwur Stefans- 
son, the explorer, who, with two com- 
panions, left Martin Point, west of 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river, 
March 22, 1914, going north over the 
ice in search of new land, and who 
expected to reach Banks Land. 

As the explorers did not arrive at 
Banks Land, and as they have not 
been heard of along the Canadian 
and Alaska coast, it was almost the 
last hope of their friends that the 
men might have been carried to Si- 
beria on the ice, whose drift is stead- 
ily westward from the mouth of the 
Mackenzie. There is still a chance 
that the men may have reached 
Wrangell Island. northeast of Si- 
beria. 

On this island the survivors of the 
Stefansson ship Karluk foun¢ refuge 
until rescued. The rescue party left 
on the island caches of food and sup- 
plies. 

The Corwin reports that the Arctic 
is closing earlier than usual. She 
was unable to go farther than Cape 
Serge, and ice is already found as far 
south as the Diomede Islands.

Bernstorff Says Liners Will Not 
Be Sunk by German Divers 
Without Being Warned 


Washington. — Strained relations 
between the United States and Ger- 
Many over submarine warfare appar- 
ently passed into history September 
1, after Count von Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador, informed Sec- 
retary Lansing in writing that priof 
to the sinking of the Arabic his gov- 
ernment had decided that its subma- 
rines should sink no more liners 
without warning. 

Oral assurances to this effect had 
been given by the Ambassador last 
week. But it was not until Count 
von Bernstorff, after a call at the 
State Department, returned to 
the embassy and sent.a letter to Mr. 
Lansing quoting instructions from 
Berlin concerning an answer to be 
made to the last American note on 
the sinking of the Lusitania that of- 
ficials frankly admitted their grati- 
fication over the changed position of 
the Imperial government. 

After a conference at the State 
Department Ambassador von Bern- 
storff sent Secretary Lansing this 
letter: 

My Dear Mr. Secretary: With ref- 
erence to our conversation of this 
morning, beg to inform you that my 
instructions concerning our answer 
to your last Tusitania note. contains 
the following passage: . 

“Liners will not be sunk by our 
submarines without warning and 
without safety of the lives of the 
non-combatants, provided that the 
liners do not try to escape or offer 
resistance.’ 

“Although I know that you do not 
wish to discuss the Lugitania ques- 
tion till the Arabic incident has heen 
definitely and satisfactorily settled, I 
desire to inform you of the above be- 
cause this policy of my government 
was decided on before the Arabic in- 
cident occurred. 

“I have no objection to your mak- 
ing any use you may please of the 
above information. 

“T remain, my dear Mr. Lansing, 
very sincerely yours, 

“J. BERNSTORFF.” 

In connection with the letter, Sec- 

retary Lansing made the following 
statement: 
* “In view of the clearness of the 
foregoing statement, it seems need- 
less to make any comment in regard 
to it, other than to say that it ap- 
pears to be a recognition of the fun- 
damental principles for which we 
have contended.” 

Count von Bernstorff’s letter was 
forwarded to President Wilson as 
soon as it was received at the State 
Department. ; 


KASER’S. PEACE PLAN 
URGES FREEDOM OF SEAS 


Washington.—In well informed dip- 
lomatic circles it was stated September 
2 that the terms which Germany was 
willing to consider for peace proposals 
were substantially as follows: 

1—Establishment of Poland into an 
independent kingdom, to be comprised 
of all Russian Poland, a part of Aus- 
trian Poland and a small part of Ger- 
man Poland. 

2—Abéolute freedom of the seas es- 
tablished through a new declaration 
of righis to which all maritime powers 
shall be signatory. Germany will agree 
never again to establish a submarine 
blockade. England to agree never 
again to make the North sea tributary 
water. 

3—Co-equal rights and liberties for 
Jews in all lands guaranteed by all 
signatories to any treaty of peace. 

4—Bessarabia, now Russian terri- 
tory on the Black sea, to be ceded to 
Rumania. 3 ; 

5—Austria-Hungary to be given a 
dominating influence in the Balkan 
states. : 

6—Belgium to be restored and her 
sovereignty and future neutrality guar- 
anteed. 

7—All French territory held by Ger- 
many to be restored to France. 

8—That portion of Alsace held by 
France to remain a part of the German 
empire. 

9—All German colenies seized during 
the war to be restored. 

10—An indemnity to reimburse Ger- 
many for the cost of her military op- 
erations.

priceless value to the world 
upon the threatened frontiers 
of the warring countries, and 
among the richest of these 
treasures is Venice, the dream of gen- 
erations of tourists, of students of art 
and history and of lovers of romance 
and beauty. Few cities in the world 
receive veneration from more widély 
scattered sources, and few stir so 
many pleasant anticipations on the 
eve of a first visit to them. This year, 
however, the city will be deserted by 
its visitors. Venice, a honeymoon ob- 
and the tourist’s earliest 
across-sea aspiration, has become an 
objective for Austrian air fleets and 
battleships. Something of the charm 
of this city of world-pilgrimage is told 
by one of its most noted friends, Kari 
Stieler, whose picture of the Queen 
of the Adriatic forms the basis of a 
bulletin issued by the National Geo- 
graphic society: He writes: 

Before the Campanile we realize for 
the first time the widespread power of 
Venice, that fairy city which sprang 
aot from the earth, but the sea; still 
‘ouched with the glamour of the East, 
and yet mistress of western culture 
—so rich in arts and arms, in loves 
and hatreds! Venice is a sphinx 
whose enigma we tfever wholly pene- 
trate. In vain we strive to find an 
image that shall expréss her mysteri- 
ous essence. The unique brooks no 
comparison. 

Center of Life and Movement. 

As in the old times, even so today, 
the center of life and movement is the 
piazza of St. Mark’s, although it offers 
but a pale shagow of the life of for- 
mer days. Here on sunny m rings 
all the foreigners assemble; here 
lounge the ciceroni, and on the neigh- 
boring piazetta the gondollers. Itiner- 
ant venders of ali kints push their 
way among the chairs that are set out 
in front of _the cafes under the open 
arcade. 
~~But the most brilliant spectacle is 
at night, when hundreds of gas jets 
are alight in the huge bronze cande- 
labra, when the gold sparkles in the 
jewelers’ windows and the sound of 
gay music is borne across the piazza. 
Then the crowd gathers from all sides.

Here come the nobili with their wives. 
The gondolas throng the piazetta and 
the merceria seems far too narrow for 
the press of people. 

The noise and the passion which 
runs through the publicity of Italian 
life continue deep into the night; then 
last hasty words are spoken, yet once 
more stolen glance is shot from beau- 
tiful eyes, and the happy individual 
for whom it is intended understands 
the farewell. Around the steps of the 
piazetta—all of white marble, sosthat 
you cannot miss them, even at night 
—the gondolas gather again and then 
separate on their different ways 
through the dark and dead-silent 
canals. ; 

St. Mark’s stands alone among all 
the temples of the world. Although 
age and the moist sea air have spread 
their veil over these walls, yet the 
brilliant coloring and the mighty out- 
lines shine through all the gray dim- 
ness of the past. The bronze horses 
above the great door are rearing; the 
cupolas and arches stretch their great 
curves in intensity of power; each 
portion of the great building seems 
alive and animated; yet in the whole 
reigns the profound and noble peace 
proper to the house of God. 

Church Now 800 Years Old. 

It is now exactly 800 years ago since 
the building of St. Mark’s was com- 
pleted; ‘its ecclesiastical sanctity is 
bestowed. on it by the relics of the 
great evangelist; its historical sanc- 
tity consists in its intimate connection 
with. the fortunes of the city and of 
her rulers. It was the theater of their 
triumphs and the refuge for their 
cares; all that she has achieved and 
suffered Venice has done under the 
protecting wing of St. Mark’s. 

The Church of St. Mark contains 
trophies from all parts.of the world; 
every stone has a history. Those two 
great pillars at the entrance to the 
baptistry were part. of the booty of 
Acre. The bronze folding doors were

Stamboul. The marble columns, which 
stand right and left é6f the main por- 
tal, are said to have been taken from 
the temple in Jerusalem. The fa- 
mous group of four horses, which 
stands above the main portal, is of 
the antique Roman period, and was 
for a long time in Byzantium, the cap- 
ital of the Empire of the West. The 
Doge Dandolo, at the age 6f ninety-five, 
led on the Venetians to the storming 
of Constantinople (1203). He was 
nearly blind, but a flery life still 
glowed in his veins. 

What St. Mark’s is as the expres- 
sion of the religious spirit, that the 
ducal palace is for the secular power 
of Venice; it has scarcely a rival, 
even in Italy. The doge’s palace, as 
it now stands before us, was begun in 
the fourteenth century and completed 
in the fifteenth after a long interrup- 
tion. Here every line is classic. The 
very position of the palace, its rela- 
tion to the Church of St. Mark, its two 
fronts—one commanding the _piaz- 
etta and the other the sea—declare 
the inner significance of the building; 
it is the foundation, the very corner- 
stone of all Venetian splendors. 


SplendorayNot Unmarred. 


But yet a little shadow rests on 
these splendors. A slight shudder 
mars the enchantment, for the hands 
of Venice are stained with blood— 
much noble blood sacrificed to~ un- 
worthy passions. There is the Bocca 
di Leone, into which envy threw its 
secret accusations. Here sat the coun- 
cil of ten, Consiglio de’ Diecit. Tha 
was a word of terror to all citizens of 
Venice. In this tribunal she had a 
power which could only be compared 
with that of Robespierre or the blood- 
thirsty Marat. 

The. complete truth about Venice 
cannot be learned in ithe lofty ducal 
palace, where the ceilings are full of 
goid and where art, free and untram- 
meled, created her masterpieces. Wo 
must go down even as far as the Poz- 
zi, into the dungeons below the level 
of the water, or we-must mount into 
the hot leaden cells ({ Piombi); 
then we begin to conceive what was 
the secret canker gnawing at the root 
of all this beauty; then we feel with

BEST LENGTHS FOR SILAGE. 


“Question Is One Upon Which Much 


Difference of Opinion Is Mani- 
fested Among Farmers, 


(By H. H.KILDEE, Iowa Experiment 


Station.) 

In response to inquiry as to the best 
lengths for cutting corn to put into the 
silo, Professor Kildee of the Iowa Agri- 
cultural College, makes the following 
reply: 

‘““The question as to the proper 
lengths in which corn should be cut 
when put into the silo is one upon 
which much difference of opinion is 
manifested. Some advocate as long as 
one and one-fourth inches, others less 
than one-half ineh or approximately 
one-fourth inch, and the majority inter- 
mediate lengths. The short cuts, such 
as the one fourth and one-half inch, re- 
quire mure power, but insure a more 
palatable silage, resulting in less waste 
in féeding, and maké it easy to pack it 
thoroughly at time of filling. This 
packing helps to eliminate the air, thus 
improving the quality, and makes it 
possible to put a greater quantity of 
corn in the silo. : 
‘‘It is more essential that thoroughly 
mature corn be_cut into shorter lengths 
than corn that is more immature and 
sueculent, as much of the dry portions 
will be wasted by animals on full feed 
if not cut into small pieces. When one 


considers the matter from all stand- 
points, it is evident that the common 
practice of cutting ‘the corn into one- 
half fo three-fourths inch lengths is 
the preferable one. The writer has 
made it a practice to cut the corn into 
three-fourths-inch lengths, but realizes 
that when corn becomes dry the one- 
half inch cut is more desirable. If the 
correspondent wishes a shorter cut«for 
the upper part of the silo I would re- 
commend the upper third be filled with 
one-half inch cut.’’
